HOW  THE  PROGRAM  WORKS 

Grants  of  up  to  $10,000  are 
available  to  Boston  elementary  and 
high  schools  for  funding  imaginative 
programs  designed  at  the  local 
school  level. 

The  School  Initiatives  Grants 
Program  was  initially  funded  by  a 
$1.5  million  endowment  from 
Bank  of  Boston.  Encouraging 
boldness  and  risk-taking  in  the 
development  of  individual  school 
projects  and  activities,  it  supports 
the  belief  that  our  staff  members 
have  the  energy  and  imagination  to 
create  programs  that  will  benefit 
their  students. 

Already,  this  belief  has  been  proven 
true  with  such  successful  projects 
as:

HOW  THE  PROGRAM  WORKS 

Building  the  confidence  and  morale 
3f  10-  to  15-year-old  students  is  the 
primary  goal  of  HEART  —  the 
Hancock  Endowment  for 
Academics,  Recreation  and 
Teaching. 

Through  a  $1  million  endowment 
[rom  John  Hancock  Financial 
Services,  grants  are  available  to 
fund  educational  programs  that  lead 
to  new  ways  of  teaching  basic 
scholastic  skills  and  provide 
essential  recreational  and  leadership 
activities  for  young  students  across 
the  city. 

By  combining  scholastic  and 
physical  activities,  it  is  hoped  that 
HEART  will  prove  to  be  a  dropout- 
prevention  tool  as  well  as  an  overall 
school  improvement  effort.  To  date, 
many  schools  have  used  HEART 
funds  in  a  variety  of  ways  to  add  to 
their  students'  learning  and  to 
improve  their  attitude. 

HEART  has  awarded  more  than 
$360,000  to  schools  throughout  the 
city  to  fund  academic  and  intramural 
athletic  programs. 

HEART  addresses  the  intellectual, 
emotional  and  physical  needs  of 
students  and  helps  them  develop  a 
feeling  of  confidence  and  success 
among  themselves.

Barbara  Shea  helps  students  help  themselves 


"Learning  by  Earning/Caring  by 
Sharing"  is  the  innovative  program 
that  Barbara  Shea  created  with  an 
academic  grant  from  HEART  at  the 
Patrick  F.  Gavin  Middle  School  in 
South  Boston. 

Through  this  program,  at-risk 
students  are  trained  and  paid 
through  incentives  to  tutor  special- 


needs  students  in  basic  skills.  At- 
risk  students  not  only  benefit  from 
reinforcing  their  own  basic  skills, 
but  also  develop  greater  self-esteem 
through  their  commitment  to 
working  with  those  less  capable 
than  themselves. 

The  special-needs  students  benefit 
scholastically  from  the  extra  help 


they  receive  and  socially  from 
increased  contact  with  their  peers. 

In  addition,  Barbara  Shea's  HEART 
grant  helped  established  a 
permanent  study /counseling  center 
with  study  materials,  typewriters 
and  work  stations  for  tutors  and 
students  to  use  during  and  after 
school.

HOW  THE  PROGRAM  WORKS 

ACCESS  —  the  Action  Center  for 
Educational  Services  and 
Scholarships  —  is  a  student 
financial-aid  advising  and 
scholarship  program  which  helps 
graduates  of  Boston  public  schools 
who  wish  to  continue  their 
education  after  high  school. 

The  program  provides  information 
and  counseling  as  well  as  "last- 
doUar"  scholarship  support  to 
complete  the  financial-aid  needs  of 
students  who  have  assembled 
financial-aid  packages  yet  still  come 
up  short. 

ACCESS  all  but  ensures  that  any 
qualified  public  school  graduate  who 
wishes  to  do  so  can  go  to  college. 

The  ACCESS  program  began  in 
1985  with  a  gift  of  $1  million  from 
The  New  England,  formerly  the 
New  England  Life  Insurance 
Company.  Since  then,  more  than  50 
companies,  foundations  and 
individuals  have  pledged  $5.5 
million  to  the  ACCESS  program 
endowment. 

ACCESS  helps  students  with  the 
application  process  —  to  get  them 
the  financial  assistance  they  need. 
ACCESS  scholars  can  reapply 
yearly  for  support  throughout  their 
college  education. 

Since  1985,  ACCESS  has  awarded 
approximately  $330,000  to  327 
students,  and  has  counseled  more 
than  3000  students.

That's  why  the  Teacher  Fellowship 
Program  is  so  important  to  the 
future  strength  and  progress  of  our 
schools. 

This  innovative  program  allows  60 
outstanding  elementary  school 
teachers  each  year  to  participate  in 
high-intensity  Teachers  Institutes. 
These  programs  are  funded  by  a 
$300,000  grant  from  Bank  of  New 
England  and  are  held  at  area 
colleges  and  universities. 

The  institutes  focus  on  special  areas 
of  study  and  provide  teachers  with 
new  ideas  to  develop  creative 
approaches  to  teaching.

rark  for  a  half  day.  The  rest  of  their  time  is  spent  in  a  classroom  at  the 
:ollege,  where  they  receive  instruction  in  reading,  math  and  a  "Life  Skills" 
:urriculum,  which  provides  information  about  career  choices,  decision- 
naking  and  consequences  of  early  parenting.  It  is  this  academic  component 
trhich  is  supported  by  The  Boston  Plan  for  Excellence. 

The  school-year  component  of  STEP  provides  counseling  and  follow-up  for 
hese  youths  who,  if  successful,  qualify  for  a  second  summer  program.
